Below is copy of a letter addressed to the special representatives of the “pool” 
members of St. Louis, New Orleans and Nashville who were in Memphis all week 
endeavoring to get me to relinquish active control of Piggly Wiggly in their favor.

It will be remembered that the money advanced on this stock, as above 
mentioned, was for trading purposes on the New Yor: Stock Exchange and 
on which could have been realized a considerable profit had the New York 
Stock Exchange not extended delivery date for the shares of stock which 
had been purchased and which were called for delivery by me on March 


20th, 1923. 


I-am clearly not responsible for the action of the New York Stock Ex- 
change, and my consequent inability to liquidate by cash payment the several 
pool groups referred to. It had been my understanding that each of these 
pool groups had agreed to an extension, tentatively at least, until June 1st, in 
such cases where this was not an actuality in writing. 


Nevertheless, I am now informed by the representative of those pool 
groups, namely, St. Louis, Nashville and New Orleans, that they each have 
taken possession of the stock which was held as collatcral on my loans, or if 
that term is not acceptable as security on the money advanced, which was on 
the basis in the case of St. Louis and Nashville at $32.00 per share, and in the 
case of New Orleans on thé basis of $35.00 per share. 


You have proposed to me nothing really of a very definite or concise 
nature, except the intimations which have been made variously and at many 
times that you want control of our Board of Directors and that you want 
control of the business itself, with authority taken from me except in so far 
as the same may be approved in its exercise through the management which 
you have intimated as being necessary to succeed me, and I have proposed to 
you nothing strictly definite up to this time, believing until just a day or two 
ago that I had until June 1st in which to satisfy my obligations with you. 


I have endeavored in every way possible to sell sufficient stock to the 
public that would allow me to pay each of you the money due against the 
stock which you hold, and in addition to that I have undertaken in many ways 
to have put into the treasury of the company sufficient new money for capital 
stock that would make up for the deficiency that we now have in not having 
sufficient working capital with which to carry on our business in a profitable 
and successful manner. This condition, having been brought about through 
the fact that the new stock issue which was proposed last November had to 
be withdrawn on account of market conditions at that time and which existed 
for several months, with which all of you are familiar—this means, therefore, 
that our company is over-expanded and that we have too much capital invested 
in fixed assets as against working capital. 

So in order to overcome, first, the handicap of the company with respect 
to the inadequacy of its working capital, I now confirm the proposal already 
made that a sufficient number of our stores be sold upon the proper basis of 
price as will enable us to realize immediately sufficient money to liquidate all 
of our bank loans, and to put ourselves on a discount basis entirely for mer- 
chandise. This would require total sales of stores of ahout $2,500,000.0), and 
as a sale has already been made of the Chicago unit of stores for approxi- 
mately $1,000,000.00 there would remain to be sold only a sufficient number of 
stores to aggregate $1,50.),000.00, and I propose that such sales be made at 
prices that will cash into money from fixed assets more than 50 per cent of 
the total amount involved, which would mean a turning into liquid capital 
of not less than $1,250,000.00 of the total of $2,500,000.00. This would give

I address this communication to the representatives of the 
several groups who have heretofore been known as “pool 
holders,’ namely, St. Louis, Nashville and New Orleans, and 
who have advanced me certain moneys on Class “A’’ Common 
Stock of Piggly Wiggly Stores, Inc., as collateral, and who 
now insist, and to which claim I do not assent or consent that 
this collateral stock is actually theirs at the present time. 


our company a statement free of bank loans and a ratio of quick assets to 
current liabilities of more than 3 to 1. 


We would then have a company that would not be overexpanded and 
it would be agreed by me that no further expansion be made until all pool 
holders have been fully paid and the company is in possession of new money 
with which to expand, and I would agree that the writer himself would imme- 
diately have his salary cut half in two, that all other executives of the com- 
pany be likewise reduced in salary, that those of the company who are now 
employed in a lesser capacity would also be willing to accept a smaller salary 
to the full extremity of what could be reasonably expected in each individual 
case, and we would agree further that where any position now held by any 
one in the company could be discontinued that this be done forthwith, with 
proper notice to the person involved. 


In addition to all of this 1 will agree to the elimination of any other ex- 
pense that is necessary in the circumstances, and will ttmporarily close every 
store now operating which is not profitable. 


I am willing that any auditors that you may select, or any representa- 
tive of yours, be given full access to the books of our company, that all of 
the above transactions may be carefully checked and verified while I am in- 
debted to the pool holders. 


I am not willing, however, for anyone to have any official connection 
with the company while I am president and general manager of the business, 
but for all purposes of protection for any interest that you may have in the 
company by reason of your having advanced money on the stock which you 
now claim belongs to you the above provisions for you to be represented 
should be fully acceptable to you. 


I am éognizant of the veiled threat that has been made that if I do not 
completely surrender, leaving my name in the company for public effect and 
my taking a six months’ leave of absence on a vacation, which I don't want 
to and don't need to do, that there is likely to be an injunction filed or other 
proceedings instituted that will force me to act in accord with such plans as 
you may have in mind. 


I am fully conscious of the argument that you have used that we don't 
need to pay bank loans, because if someone else is managing the business in 
my stead that the banks will be favorable to the company, and as to whether 
the individual banks fee] that way or not I have certainly not been advised 
to that effect. 


My whole desire is to get out of debt—first, by having my company out of 
debt to banks and then myself out of debt to pool holders, if that.is possible, 
but whether or not I am able to extricate myself personally, I certainly must 
do everything within my power to hold my business together and to depend 
upon the future if I want my business to make back for me what I may lose 
to pool holders. 


This is my business, created by me, and certainly one that when my Com- 
pany is out of debt can be a profitable business under my management as in 
all of the financing that has been done for this Company it has been my job 
alone to do, and I propose, now, that none of you advance another cent and 
that I be allowed to pay those banks to whom our Company is indebted. 


_ The control of my Company has been a source of struggle since its very 
inception—this was the basic difference of opinion that grew out of my ass0- 


clation with certain New York bankers, and this continues to be the main 
issue, regardless of friendly feelings expressed on all sides by each of you. 


; All of you have agreed that I made a good trade in disposing of the 
Chicago unit of stores, and I now propose that stch other sales as may be 
made of certain units of stores for the purpose of liquidating bank loans be 
upon a basis that will be more than the amounts now carried by us on our 
books as the value of these units of stores. 


It has been remarked by some of you that at a later time we might be 
able to sell the units at a better price, but I say in reply that if our Company 
owes money to banks that it cannot pay even if it were so that better trades 
could be made at a later date, and certainly it is not so, it is a part of wisdom 
and good business if that were the only consideration involved in this con- 
troversy between us that we not wait for a larger and speculative profit of 
an indefinite nature at a later time, and while doing so have our business in 
the hands of a bankers’ committee which, if we owe the banks money that we 
cannot pay, will certainly be in control of the business. 


I say further that we can get a better price at this time than we could 
later because if this business is put under control of a banking group, as is 
suggested by you, there will not be any possibility of a higher price being 
paid for these stores in the future, and to offset the argument used by you 
that a better price can be obtained at a later time I have offered each of you 
for your interest in the Company the first opportunity to purchase any of 
the particular unit of stores which I wish to sell exactly upon the same terms 
as is offered to others and I am still willing to do this. 


There is no way under the sun for me to pay all of the money at this 
time that I owe the various pool holders, and even though each of you have 
taken possession of the stock and have had it transferred into your name or 
into the name of those who represent you, I ask that you give me a definite 
agreement that you will allow me until July 1st as the minimum time in 
which to arrange in some manner to pay the loans that I made with you on 
this stock, plus all interest. 


I would prefer that I be given until Spt. 1st, but if you insist upon 
quick action I am willing to undertake to handle the matter by July 1st and 
upon the agreement if you will immediately cease your opposition to my 
plans as outlined herein that in case I default and am unable to make the nec- 
essary arrangements by July 1st to pay these loans that I will deliver control 
of the business to the group of bankers whom you represent. 


All I ask is that you give me a chance, which is only a matter of a few 
weeks, as I had no notice prior to your arrival at Memphis, this week, that 
your position was as it now appears to be, and if I wished to illustrate I could 
say that if all the depositors of any of the banks that you represent were to 
suddenly call for the cash due them on their deposits that not a one of your 
banks could pay off unless some outside help was given. 


I wish, in conclusion, to call attention to the fact that this communication 
is addressed to the representatives of the pool holders at St. Louis, Nashville 
and New Orleans, as the Memphis 1 fully indorsed my plan and passed a 
resolution of confidence in my ability and leadership as the real head of the 
PIGGLY WIGGLY organization, and not only that, but at their meeting they 
voiced the unanimous sentiment of being in favor of gi me until January 
1st, 1924, to discharge my obligations to the Memphis pool members, and, by 
the way, I wish to remark that the Memphis pool members have not takes 
possession of my stock as has been done in the towns mentioned above. 


I ask for a written reply to this communication.
